It is hard to find anyone who seriously 
believes that Gen. Wood is going to be nominat- 
ed. He has the most primary delegates, but the 
feeling is widespread that there is only so much 
of the sort of support he 1s getting. The same 
thing is true of Senator Johnson. He easily at- 
tracts to him all those disaffected by the war 
and the peace treaty, but there is a limit to that 
kind of support. Gov. Lowden {Is in a somewhat 
better position than either, but there {s too lit- 
tle admiration for men handed down to us from 
the 2 per cent for him to be nominated. . 

“So we come to Mr. Hoover, whose candidacy 
is without any limitations, It has disadvantages, 
but no limitations. He looks to me to be the 
winner as surely as the convention meets; and 
if he is, the Democrats will truly be running for 
the exercise. Their one chance is that the Re- 
publicans lose their heads.
